Ibe members ol tbe
Brotherhood feel that they are now atrooz
enough to warrant them in demanding of the
various telegraph companies s partial resto-
ration lo tbe alandard of salaries paid be-

fore the merciless and systematic "squeeses"
were made. The following ia a brief expla-
nation of tbe several clauaes embraced in the
bill of grievances presented to the telegraph
companies of the United Stales and Canada:

SUNDAY. WORK.

It is almost unnecessary to call attention
to tbe n fact that all branches of
labor, skilled and unskilled, when required
to perform Sunday work, receive extra, and
id many cases double pay lor Bocn work,
which is not the cause with telegrapbic em-
ployes, who are at present required to perform
auch service without extra compensation.

HOURS OF LABOR.

Telegraph operators are required to possess
skill of a high order; their occupation is
confining sod continuous, snd upon them are
concentrated tbe gravest responsibilities, aoa
this responsibility ia constant and oppressive.
Il wear alike upon mind and body, and im
pairs the elasticity ot beta, wbite it always
demands tbe beet conditions of both. Tbe
ate Mr. William Orton, president of the

Western. Union Telegraph Company, whose
executive ability snd general knowledge on
all subjects pertaining to telegraphy cannot
be Questioned, testified before a Congressional
committee that telegraph operators could not
perform daily more than s.x hoars ot con-

tinuous labor without endangering their
health, consequently the demand for eight
hours for day work and seven hours for
night work is believed to be reasonable and
just. In a number ot tne principal omces
seven Hours constitute a nignra won st tne
present lime; bat it is claimed by the oper-

ators that they have no uniform system of
working hours, it being optional Witb local
nranaKers tu reirtilate the aaaae. and Who. to
corry favor with their superiors, frequently
impose extra working hours upon tne ui pro-
tected operator in order that they may show
economical management.

In explanation of the demand for a gen
eral increase of fifteen per cent, it is only
necessary to call attention to the frequent
reductions that have been made, notwith-
standing the net profits of handling messages
are much greater than in tormer years, occa-
sioned by improved machinery and more
akilKol labor now employed.

WHEAT8T0KE OPERATORS.

The seeming exorbitant demand in favor
of the Wbeaistone operators is explained aa
follows: Twelve months ago a number of
experts were imported from England, with
the understanding that aa ason aa the ayalem
was put in practical operation they would be
fairly compensated. On the 1st of March of
the present year they began work, snd were
informed hy tbe manager thst their allow
ance was to be $50 p r month, at the same
time giving them to understand tnal as tbey
succeeded in developing Ihe system their po
sition would improve, five months have
now elapsed, snd although they nave been
fully encased during that time, and are now
doing nearly three limes the amount of work
dose in the opening mootb, they have not
yet received any indication that their inter-
ests or salaries, which they deem wholly in-

adequate, are to hi improved.
STATISTIC?.

Tbe Brotherhood Telegraphers haa a gen
eral statistician, also a Iocs! atatialiciaa io
nearly every city and town in tbe United
States and Canada. .Complete atatisiict hsve
been gathered, and show the following gen'
eral averages of wagea paid at present time.
The average pay for commercial operators
in tbe Uuited states is $ot4d per month;
average lor commercial operators ol Canada
ia $37 49 per month i average of railroad
operators io the United States ia $39 50; av
erage lor railroad operators in uanads is
$29 12. It should be borne in mini tbst
operators are not allowed extra compensstion
for Sandsy work, snd that railroad operators
at stationa where bat one man is employed
are required to work from fourteen to sixteen
honrs per day, and on many roads sre re
quired to sleep in or convenient lo their
offices, ao that they may bs eilled to receive
orders tor delayed, and obtain help lor
wrecked trains. Tb. s) calls on mviy roads
are of frequent occurrence.

The offisers were making a lour of
tbe room and of .the gold and stock depart
ments. Tbey gave valuable aid and advice,
and expressed themselves much pleased tbat
tbe situation was no worse. As one of Ihe

State Treasurer Polk at growing stHl more
complicated. In an interview with Bolando
Swain be stated that he bad made a clean
breast of his connection with tbe whole mat
ter lo Attorney-Gener- Waahington, Capt.
Dodd and Treasurer Thomas. Io tbs inter-
view with these gentlemen Swain said tbat
be was in Lebanon with hia family last
Monday or Tuesday when a gentleman of
tbis city called for him and said Col. Polk
desired to see bim, and thai tbey came in a
buggy to the city, arriving about 2 o'clock in
the morning. Later in the day be called on
CoL Polk, when that gentleman told bim he
wanted the bink ledger, which wa in the
Treasurer's office. Swsin agreed, and aaya he

id get it and took it to Col. Pilk'i
residence where he turned- - it over to that
gentleman. The day after the bxik was
given Polk some one gsve him $17, but the
name of the party who gave him tue money,
or the one who went to Lebanon for him,
Swain refuses to disclose, ssyiog they have
no connection with the matter whatever. He
never saw the book after giving it to Polk,
and knows nothing of its subsequent return
to Judge Wright's office. Yesterday, after
Swain left the magistrate 'a office, be waa
taken to the Criminal Conrt-roo- m and there
held another Cansultation- - witb Mr. Wash
inglon.
